Without Warning- a "Mighty 


Wave Falls on Guthrie. 


&KEAT DESTRUCTION 
OF LIFE. 


Hundreds of Houses With Tiieir Occu- 


pants Arc Suddenly Swept Away by 
tlic 
Rushing; 
\V;iters—The 
>lesoreoir 


Also Gives Away, Thereby Adding to 
the iriooil ol the Cotton wood Ulvcr. 
Guthrie, O. T., April 29.—For miles 


tho Canadian valley is a dreary waste 
and her people are 
overcast 
with 


gloom. At sunrise a mighty 
wall of 


water from six to eight feet high and 
a mile wide, broke upon west Guthrie 
without 
warning, 
crushing 
houses, 


sweeping away property and drown- 
ing people by the scores. 


Every movable thing was swept be- 


fore the wave, which passed on into 
the valley with resistless force, wreak- 
ing terrible destruction 
to life 
and 


property whercever it reached. 


Dozen of human lives are known to 


have been sacrificed, how many may 
not be known for weeks; hundreds of 
houses were wrecked; for miles farms 
were completely ruined, bridges 
anc 


tracks were washed out and railway 
traffic in every direction is at a stand 
still. 


All Is Chaos. 


The most complete chaos has 
pro 


vailed all day. The efforts of rescuing 
parties have in many cases proved in 
vain. 
Many people 
floated 
dowr 


stream before they could be rcachec 
and hundreds will pass the night ir 
trees or on housetops. It is impossi- 
ble to estimate the number of tho dead 


The property loss is placed at some- 


thing near $1,000,000. Fully two-thirds 
of the victims we¥e 
colored people 


Business has been suspended all claj 
in Guthrie, the stores and banks being 
closed. 


As thorough an organization for the 


relief as is possible has been made, but 
all aid has been necessarily inadequate 
by the confused condition of things. 


It will be impossible to explore the 


houses until the water shall subside 
as many-of them are submerged. As 
darkness 
gathered 
over 
the 
scene 


many overturned houses could be seen 
far out in the stream, but it could not 
be learned whether 
the 
inhabitants 


had escaped. 


The flood is supposed to have been 


caused by a cloud burst, supplemented 
by heavy rains. 


The Cottonwood river, ordinarily 


small stream that winds between steep 
banks in West'Guthrie, was bank full 
from a heavy rain, but no alarm was 
felt as the river had been rising grad- 
ually during the night. 


From a Clondbnrst. 


About 6 a. m., however, waters from 


a cloudburst above had added to those 
already nearly up to the level of the 
high banks and the flood was sweeping 
through West Guthrie, a section popu- 
lated mostly by colored people. 


Persons who saw the first wall of 


water said that it was about eight feet 
high, spreading entirely across tho 
valley. There was no water in front o£ 
it save that in the river channel. 


The first wave was 
followed 
by 


others in quick succession, until 
the 


whole settled 
into a bank of 
water 


from six to eight feet high. Many had 
already begun carrying 
their house- 


hold goods to places of safety, but few 
had made more than one trip when 
;hey were forced to flee for their lives 
before a raging, resistless torrent that 
no power of man could hope to stay. 


The main supply pipe of the water- 


works system burst whore it crossed 
the Cottonwood, in the southern part

They fled from 
heir homes to fhe higher portions of 
he newly formed island. 


Cries For Help. 


In half an hour 
the 
mountain of 


water had done its work and practical- 
ly spent itself. The air became hide- 
ous with the crashing of houses and 
the cries for help of the unfortunates. 
When the first shock of the disaster 
was over, the men in the mainland be- 
gan to help those on the island, while 
across in Guthrie prompt steps were 
taken at rescue. 
The houses, b&ms 


and other effects began to drift down 
stream, each freighted 
with one or 


more human being. Boats or 
rafts 


shot out here and there from the shore 
and a desperate effort was made to res- 
cue the people. 


At night 40 or 50 people could bft 


seen clinging to trees and 
roofs ot 


buildings, but could not be reached 
and will have to spend the night 
where they were. The strength ot 
many may fail them before they are 


rescued. 
The fate 
of many 
others 


who are known to have been carried 
down stream will not be known till 
daybreak and perhaps not then. It is 
impossible to get any definite news of 
the hundreds of rescued people on the 
bluffs west of the city. The river la 
going down rapidly.

All day the battle raged at Mati. 


The Turks came down from Milouna 
by thousands. 
The Greeks were to 


hold Mati as they did Turnavo and 
Larissa. Six batteries of artillery 
were concentrated there, and their 
mission was to stop the advance of the 
Turks. 
The battle lasted eight hours and 


there was an especially fierce artillery 
duel. 
When the day 'was nearly ended 


and a rest was expected and the mili- 
tary .flre had 
already slackened, the 


Turks suddenly showed their game 
and the fresh 20,000 men were brought 
into line. 


Night was coining on, but still the 


officers entreated the men to continue 
the fight, but the harassed 
troops 


could not 
stand what 
fresh 
troops 


could. The order for retreat had been 
given, and as soon as the men knew 
it they imagined all was lost. Greek 
Boldiers understand nothing but to ad- 
vance. 


They have not had sufficient train- 


ing in peace to prepare for an orderly 
retreat, and as a consequence the or- 
der threw them into indescribable con- 
fusion. The men left their positions, 
the officers being unable to 
control 


them. In vain the bugle call was 
sounded. The soldiers thought the 
Turks were to massacre all they found 
and that they must seek 
refuge in 


Larissa immediately. 


Suddenly word run through the 


broken files, "The Turkish cavalry is 
coming."

This put an end to all resistance. 


The reputation 
for ferocity of the 


Kurds had long been established. 
In 


five minutes the wildest panic 
pre- 


vailed. 


Prince Constantino's 
officers 
were 


running in and out, and 
messengers 


were going in 
all directions. The 


prince looked careworn and anxious. 
A retreat had never been provided for 
and the officers had lost their heads. 
The first thing was to stop the soldiers 
retreating, but everbody seemed to for- 
get.Guns and ammunition, wagons and 
carts added to the obstruction. Their 
traces had been c,ut in order to enable 
the drivers to mount the horses at- 
tached to them and seek safety in 
flight.

The Kelley jury has been the center 


of interest at the conrt honse today. 
The lawyers and a goodly number of 
spectators have spent the day speculat- 
ing on the probability of any verdict 
being agreed npon. 
The jury retired 


about four o'clock Wednesday after- 
noon. 
They balloted without success 


all evening and were kept in their room 
nntil midnight.' At that hour Bailiffs 
Harper and Lambert, who have the 
jury in charge, let them into the court- 
room, where they spent the night snooz- 
ing on the benches, or lounging around 
in the jary ohnirs.
